It is little to the credit of any Canadian 
province that that principle should ever be chal- 
lenged without bringing prompt and crushing 
action from the department whose business it is 
to administer justice; still less that a proposal to 
legisiate this primary right and duty of man out 
of the statute book should get countenance from 
Ministers of the Crown. But, things being as they 
it is at least to the credit of Manitoba that a 
majority of its legislators refused flatly to brand 
honest labor as a crime, a_ social offence, or 4 
menace to the well-being of the state. 


SHOULD THE MAYOR BE APPOINTED? 

One of the alterations which the legislature is 
being asked to make in the Edmonton charter 
provides that hereafter the mayor of the city shall 
be appointed by council, instead of being chosen 
by popular vote as at present. That system of 
selecting a chief magistrate is not new. It is and 
has been the common method in cities in Great 
Britain, and it is not known that there is any 
general demand there for a change to the elective 
system almost everywhere in vogue on this con 
tinent. 

Precedent aside, there are some reasons for 
thinking that the arrangement would be an im 
provement in Edmonton, Under our system of 
civie administration the mayor is chairman of the 
He is thus an employee 
of the city, as well as its chief magistrate, devotes 
his whole time to the business of the city, and is 
paid a salary based on the understanding that 
that is his ‘‘job’’ for the time being. Perhaps 
that is not in accord with the original intent of 
the framers of the charter, Rather the idea seems 
to have been that the mayor should be the holder 
of an honorary office, resembling that of the pre- 
sident of a joint stock company, and that he 


should not be required to spend his full time in | 


the detailed management of civie affairs. But that 
conception has not worked out in practice. At 
present and for many years the mayor is and bas 
heen a full time employee. That is to say he has 
been really an elected commissioner, as well as the 
presiding officer at council meetings and the re 
presentative of the city on athe occasions 
the only official in the emp) of the city to be 
chosen by direct vote of the meatie At least the 
change to an appointed mayar would have the 
effect of putting the whole executive board on the 
same footing, and would abolish the inconsistency 
of electing one member of the commission by vote 
while the others are nominated by council ; 

It is to be supposed that a mayor appointed by 
council could be removed by council, for improper 
and unseemly or for incapacity. At 
present once a candidate gets a majority of votes 
he is mayor for a whole year, whatever comes or 
goes. So long as he keeps out of the clutches of 
the law for personal mis-conduct he can sit tight 
and draw the salary. He may be a rank failure 
as an administrator, but until the twelve months 
have elapsed nothing can be done about it 
While he is an employee of .the city he is not 
under control of the body that is supposed to 
govern the city, but is legally and actually the 
head of the whole administrative and law making 
machinery, There have been a few occasions in 
the history of the city when it was highly desir 
able that council should have had power to vacate 
the office and appoint some one better qualified to 
ll it, and it is altogether probable that such ocea- 
sions will arise again in the future 

A more important consideration is that by 
making the mayoralty an appointive office the 
position of alderman would attain something of 
the importance and distinction which really 
belongs to it but which it does not and cannot 
have under the arrangement. When a 
civic election is called now practically the whole 
interest of the electors is centered on the fight for 
the mayor’s chair.
